\NOTE.—The history of this Statue, which has hitherto been accepted at 
Trentham, ts the following, v1z. :— 


That the Statue itself is a Replica of the Statue by Benvenuto Cellini, 
made about the year 1550 for the Grand Duke of Tuscany, to whose 
famuly it still belongs, and still occupies tts old place im Florence. 


The second Duke of Sutherland was a personal friend of the Grand Duke 
of lis day, and the latter, as a very special mark of favour, granted 
to the Duke of Sutherland leave to have a replica made. 


This was done at the time of the re-construction of Trentham Hall by 
the second Duke, 1835-45, and the Terrace at the top of the lake was 
specially planned and prepared to receive the Statue im question as 
a centre piece, a position which tt has occupted ever since. 


The name of the Artist who was entrusted with the production of the 
Replica has not been preserved.
